| a picture of a Ford chassis in use in France, to which 
had been applied a device for using producer gas. This pro- 
ducer gas unit burns charcoal, which is brought in contact 
with steam at a proper temperature to generate the water 
gas that is burned in the engine. It is claimed that no chang« 
is necessary in the cylinder head of the engine to enable it to 
operate on this type of fuel. 

This type of power producer has achieved a consider- 
able vogue in both England and France, where gasoline is 
expensive. Until now it has generally been used on heavy 
duty trucks. One English truck of the heavier type has < 
producer gas outfit. which burns coal and is stoked in quite 
the familiar way. 

In this country prodvec: gas outfits are not 
likely to achieve much vf a success, unless the price
